Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-13 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1,3-13 are allowed in view of the applicant's amendments and remarks 
filed 08/16/2007. 

Regarding claims 1 , 3-5, and 12, the prior art of record does not disclose wherein 
the memory stores the first neighbor list until a total number of occasions in which 
selection for selecting the hand-off destination candidate is performed reaches a preset 
value, and the first neighbor list is erased from the memory after the total number of 
occasions reaches the preset value. 

Claims 6-1 1 and 13 are allowed for the reasons provided in the Office action 
mailed March 30, 2006.
